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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 24 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 24 is not at all understood since the algorithms are undefined in the claims. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-21 and 23-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sonoda (5410322). 

Regarding Claims 1-14,19-21 Sonoda shows, for example in Figures 11, a 
loaded antenna with radiator 2' and coplanar loading elements 21a-d disposed 
on the perimeter thereof, where the width of each loading strip is less than a 
quarter of the longest edge of the radiator 2a. Since the strips control resonant 
frequency, the skilled artisan would have found it obvious in considering such 
strips as "loading" the radiator element. As to Claim 5, the conducting surface 
23a-d is also shown. 
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Regarding Claim 15, it would have been obvious to the skilled artisan to remove 
the central portion of the radiator as it is widely known it is at zero voltage 
potential. 

Regarding Claim 17, it would have been obvious to the skilled artisan to pluralize 
the patch radiator and define a dipole. 

Regarding Claim 23, an FSS is an obvious component of these antennas. 

Regarding Claim 24, antennas are based upon algorithms as is well established 

and obvious to the skilled artisan.
